Panama, October 10.—A careful sur- 
vey of the slide area in the Gaillard 
cut reveals the fact that there prob- 
ably are 10,000,000 cubic yards of earth 
in motion, which must be taken out by 
dredging before a permanent channel 
is possible. This is the conclusion 
reached by the canal engineers, who 
concede there now is litthe hope of 
opening the waterway, even for the 
temporary use of shipping, much be- 
fore the first of the year. 

The present rate of wet excavation 
is a million yards a month, and at this 
rate it would require not less than ten 
months to remove the mass now sliding 
into the canal considerably faster than 
the dredges can take it» out. 

It is said that often the canal bottom 
bulges up to a height of 15 feet aboye 
the surface of the water, due to the 
tremendous weight of the hillsides. 

The area of motion is roughly calcu- 
lated to be in the neighborhood of 175 
acres, which constitute the greatest 
slide area\in the history of the canal. 
It extends 2,600 feet along both banks 
of the wateMway, with probably an 
average of 1,500 feet back of the cenfer 
line of the canal prism. 

Governor Goethals, of the canal zone, 
has made no official announcement con- 
cerning the probability of opening a 
temporary channel, but it is believed 
shipping interests have been given to 
understand the nature of the situation 
and it is probable that most of the 106 
ships here awaiting passage will be or- 
dered to their destinations by other 
routes.

IN FORCE IN LONDON 


Ten Million Persons Affected 
by Anti-Treating Regu- 
lation. 


London, October 10.—The new anti- 
treating regulation in connection with 
the use and sale of alcoholic drinks 
_goes into effect in London and the sur- 
rounding district today. 

It is the most radical and far-reach- 
ing effort for the curtailment of drink- 
ling yet tried, for it affects nearly 10,- 
.000,000 persons, and violations of the 
regulation are punishable by a $500 
fine and six months in prison. The an- 
thorities have given notice that these 
penalties will be inflicted without 
i merey. 

The law will curtall the consumption 
‘of alcoholic liquors by 50 per cent and 
\unless it 
lowed by an order curtailing the hours 
lof sale. The report of a few days ago 
that an order already had been draft- 
'ed for a curtailment of the hours was 
“premature,” according to officials, and 
there will be no curtailment until the 
board of control has time to observe 
the effects of anti-treating. 
cafes, hotels, clubs and liquor 
dealers are compelled to exhibit promi- 
nently in their places a copy of the 
_anti-treating ordinance, which says 
plainly that “each person must give his

Waycross, Ga., October 10.—The La- 
Grande hotel, covering an entire city 
triangle, was destroyed by fire early 
this morning. So far as known, only 
one guest lost his life in the flames. 
Two firemen were injured. W. B.

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The loss is $170,000,

When Ellington awoke he found that 
the stairway had been cut off. He 
ran to @ window and leaped to the 
street.

Firemen were still working on the 
blaze this evening. Six streets have 
been blocked by falling walls.

London. October 10.—With Belgrade, 
the old capital of Serbia, in their hands, 
the forces of Germany and Austria-Hun 
gary are pressing forward against the 
Serbs both in the east and west in an 
endeavor to move southward and gain 
control of the main railway line. 

The Austro-Hungarians on the west 
have advanced in the Macva region to 
the town of Obrenovac, while on the 
east the Serbs have been dislodged 
from several positions on the south- 
ern Wank of the Danube. 


HEAVY LOSSES 
FOR INVADERS. 


In the fighting along the 
reaches of the Drina river the Austro- 
Germans lost heavily in unsuccessful 
attacks, according to Nish, which in 
announcing the fall of Belgrade, 
clared that the city was not given up 
without desperate resistance. Advices 
from the Serbian frontier, coming by 
way of Berlin, are that Belgrade was 
not greatly damaged by the bombard 
ment preceding its capture. 

The Austro-Germans are marching 
east toward the mountains which the 
Serbians last year so stubbernly de- 
fended against the Austrians. 

For some time to come the ii 
vaders, it is expected, will have to 
fight only the rear guards whose aut) 
it is to delay their progress, for the 
Serbians will do doubtless as they have 
done before—fall back until they react 
favorable positions.. In fact, military 
writers here do not expect a pitched 
battle on this front for ten days or a 
fortnight, by which time the allies’ 
forces landed at Saloniki should have 
joined the Serbians. 


NO MOVE MADE 
BY BULGARIA. 


The Bulgarians, so far as is known. 
have made no incursion into Serbian 
territory, and it is believed they will 
withhold their hands until they know 
how matters go with the Austro-Ger- 
mans. Some Balkan authorities, in- 
deed, still believe that the Bulgarians 
will not interfere with the movement 
northward of the Auglo-French expe- 
dition, for to do so immediately would 
bring the shells of the warships intw 
their ports on the Black and Aegean 
seas, probably followed by the landing 
of Russian troops at Varna and Burgas 
and of other allied troops at Dedeag- 
hatch. 

Greece and Rumania remain interest- 
ed spectators, although the former has 
given assurance of her benevolent neu- 
trality toward the allies. Representa- 
tives of the entente have furnished thr 
jreek government with informatio s 
concerning the agreement between Bul- 
garia and Germany, which, it is as- 
serted, gives the Bulgars a free hand 
to. deal not only with Serbia, but with 
Greece as well, should the central 
powers win. 


TEUTONS REPULSED 
BY THE SERBIANS. 


Paris, (October 10.—Yesterday’s Ger- 
man announcement of the capture of 
3elgrade was confirmed in an official 
communication from Nish today to the 
Serbian legation. The Austro-German 
attack on the lower Drina, on the 
northwestern frontier, is said to have 
been repulsed with enormous losses. 
The statement follows: 

“Belgrade hag fallen into the hands 
of the Germans after a desperate re- 
sistance. 

“Fighting continues all along the 
Danube and Save fronts. The purpose 
of the enemy is to advance through the 
Morava valley, separating Kostolae (38 
miles southeast of Belgrade from Du- 
bravatza, on the Danube, 35 miles east 
of Belgrade), where his chief efforts 
are concentrated.

GERMAN SUBMARINES 
OFF THE BULGAR PORTS. 

Petrograd, October 10.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Telegrams from Sebastopol re- 
port that bases for German submarines 
have been established at Varna and 


Burgas, Bulgaria’s principal Black sea 
ports. It is assumed that it was from 
these bases that the German subma- 
rines reported in yesterday’s Russian 
war office report, approached the Cri- 
mean coast, from which they were 
driven by Russian destroyers. 

Many Austrian and German aero- 
planes are reported to have crossed 
Serbian territory in the direction of 
Bulgaria. 

Six thousand men described as Bul- 
garian reservists from Germany have 
been held up at the Rumanian frontier 
on suspicion that they are Austrian 
and German engineers and officers. The 
Rumanian government has demanded 
that these men be identified. 


BALKAN OPERATIONS 
VERY SIGNIFICANT. 


Paris, October 10.—The view is en- 
tertained.in diplomatic and other of- 
ficial quarters that the operations in 
the Balkans have assumed new and 
important significance.

NEW METHODS URGED 
IN BALKAN STATES. 


Milan, Italy, October 10.—The Cor- 
riere Della Serra asserts it is a mat- 
ter of urgent necessity that the quad- 
ruple entente adopt new methods of 
diplomacy and a more energetic policy 
in dealing with the Balkan states be- 
fore it is too late. 

“The allies are too proud to adopt 
German methods,” it says, “and conse- 
quently the Teutonic influence is 
spreading unopposed in these countries, 
leading to dire consequences.”

Bulgaria to Get Macedonia, 
Saloniki, Kavala and Also 


CFVERE REVERSE 
FOR THE GERMANS 
ON WESTERN FRONT 


Bloodily Repulsed in Two 
Days’ Heavy Fighting, 
They Abandon Attempt to 
Regain Lost Ground. 


London, October 10.—Fighting on the 
various fronts brought about little or 
no change in the situation today. The 
Germans, after two days’ heavy fight- 
ing, in which, according to the British 
and French accounts, they suffered a 
severe reverse, have abandoned for the 
moment the attempt to recapture ter- 
ritory won from them by the British 
south of La Bassee. They do claim, 
however, to have retaken from. the 
French some trenches east of Souchez 
and at Tahure, in Champagne. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg is 
making slow progress in his opera- 
tions against Dvinsk, and, although he 
claims to have taken more of the Rus- 
sian positions, he does not appear to 
be much nearer the city than he was 
two weeks ago. 

South of the Pripet river and in Ga- 
licia the tide of battle ebbs and flows. 
First the Russians then the Austro- 
Germans attack and counter attack, 
and where during the summer miles 
of country would change hands in a 
day, now it is a question of defending 
some isolated village. The heaviness 
of the roads doubtless is largely re- 
sponsible for this. 

Along the Isonzo front in the Italian 


war theater the Italians have repulsed 
with heavy losses Austrian attacks. 


MORE PROGRESS 
MADE BY FRENCH. 


Paris, October 10.—Further progress 
to the northeast of Tahure, in the 
Champagne district, and the capture 
of a German trench to the southeast is 
recorded in tonight’s war office state- 
ment. The text follows: 

“There have been artillery actions by 
both sides in Belgium in the environs 
of Lombaertzyde and on the whole Ar- 
tois front. The struggle with trench 
guns has been very spirited in the 
region of Lihons and to the north of 
the Avre. 

“In the Champagne we are still mak- 
ing progress to the northeast of Ta- 
hure, a brilliant assault made us mas- 
ters of a new German trench to the 
southeast of the village. 

“An intense bombardment on all 
sides has occurred in the Argonne, in 
the sector of Courtes Chaussees and 
La Fille Morte and between the Meuse 
and the Moselle, to the north of Flirey. 

“In the Vosges at Hartmanns Weil- 
erkopf there has been a very violent 
struggle with bombs ‘and torpedoes. 
A German aeroplane, struck down by 
one of eur machines, fell within our 
lines ix the forest of Puvenelle, tea the 
south of Pont-a-Mousson. The two 
aviators aboard were. killed. 

“One of our air squadrons this aft- 
ernoon dropped about a hundred large 


this morning before Beerstbloot. Quiet 
prevailed on the rest of the front.” 

The communication issued in the aft- 
ernoon follows: 

“There was continued activity of. the 
artillery on both sides on the ‘ridges 
east of Souchez and to the south, at 
the approaches to the road to Lille. 

“Further attacks of the enemy 
against the field forts in the Givenchy 
woods have been repulsed. 

“There was lively fighting with gre- 
nades and torpedoes rom trench to 
trench in the sector of Lihons. 

“Between the Oise and the Aisne ar- 
tillery fighting was active before Nou- 
vron and Quennevieres. 

“In Lorraine fighting continued with 
grenades in the vicinity of the trench 
which we recaptured yesterday on the 
Reillon-Leintrey front. 

“The night was calm over the re- 
mainder of the front.” 


RUSS LINE BROKEN. 
GERMANS CLAIM. 


Berlin, October 10.—-(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)\—Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg’s effort to capture Dvinsk has 
made further important progress. The 
war office today announced the cap- 
ture of Russian positions over a front 
of nearly five miles north of the rail- 
road running west from Dvinsk. 

A violent Russian attack west of the 
city in an endeavor to regain posi- 
tions lost when the Germans last week 
made a gap of three miles in the Rus- 
sian line was repulsed. 

An official statement says: 

“After a violent hand to hand fight 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg’s army 
repulsed Russian forces which attempt- 
ed to reconquer their lost positions 
near CarbounovkKa,. west of Pinsk. 
North of the railroad from Dvinsk to 
Poniewesch, to the west of Illukst, the 
Germans captured the enemy's posi- 
tions over a front of nearly five miles. 
Six officers, 730 prisoners and five ma- 
chine guns were captured. 

“General von Linsingen’s army took 
by storm the village of Sinezye, south- 
west of Pinsk. Cavalry engagements 
continue near Kuchechawola and in 


the neighborhood of Gevierozy. Sev- 
eral Russian attacks on the front be- 
tween Rafalovki, 50 miles south of 
Pinsk, and the railroad running from 
Rovno to Kovel were repulsed and 383 
Russians were made prisoner. 

General von Bothmer’s army repuls- 
ed strong Russian attacks northwest 
of Tarnopol.” 


GERMANS CLAIM 
GAINS IN WEST. 


Berlin, October 10.—( Wireless to 
Sayville.)—German counter attacks in 
France have resulted in the recepture 
of a section of lost territory in the 
Champagne and several trenches which 
had been lost near Souchez. In the 
vicinity of Tahure, captured last week 
by the French, the Germans regained 
a strip of territory 100 yards deep over 
a front of about 2 1-2 miles. The war 
office announcement respecting the 
campaign in the west, reads: 

“On the heights east of Souchez the 
Germans took several trenches and a 
machine gun, 

“The Germans, by a counter attack, 
reconquered near Tahure in the Cham- 
pagne the territory on a front of four 
kilometers (about 2 1-2 miles) and 100 
metres deep.” 


The Berlin report as received by way 
of London says the ground regained 
by the Germans near Tahure amounted 
to “several hundred metres,” over a 
front of about four kilometres, instead 
of 100 metres, as given in the wireless 
version. 

RUSSIANS FAIL, 
AUSTRIANS CLAIM. 


Vienna, October 10.—(Via London.) 


The following official communication 
was issued today 

“The Russians continued their fruit- 
less attacks yesterday. In their at- 


od

have taken a thousand prisoners since 
yesterday. The enemy again attempt- 
ed to reach the west bank of the Styr, 
north of Ciartorisk, but was prevented 
by our fire. 

' “The situation on the whole Italian 
front is unchanged. Italian attacks 
on the Vielgereuth plateau with feeble 
forces failed. They have lost here in 
the last two days 2,000 men.” 


AUSTRIANS ACTIVE, 
ITALIANS REPORT. 


Rome, October 10.—The following of- 
ficial communication was issued today 
by the war office: 

“The enemy is displaying great ac- 
Kivity in constructing defensive works 
and establishing his communications. 
His exertions, however, are being se- 
riously impeded by our artillery and 
by bold raids by small detachments 
of our troops. 

“Along the Isonzo during the day 
of the $%th and the following night, 
after intense artillery preparation and 
volleys of hand grenades, a strong 
force attempted attacks against our 
positions on the right of Slatenik, in 
the Plezzo basis, on Mrezlivrh, in the 
Monte Nero zone, at Dolje, in the Tol- 
mino section, andat Plava and Zagora, 
on the lower Isonzo. The enemy ev- 
erywhere was repulsed with heavy 
losses, even leaving prisoners in our 
hands. 


RUSSIAN REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


_ Petrograd, October 10.—(Via London.) 
Che war office today made public the 
fvllowing official communication: 

“South of the Pripet river 
tachments have occupied 
of Berejnaia Volia, near 
enemy near Novo Selki and on 
Styr, near Cilartorisk, succeeded 
Crossing to the right bank of the Styr.

“There was desperate fighting all 
day yesterday near the Villages of 
Pochiline and Garbounovka. it dimin- 
ished in intensity toward evening. Gar- 
bounovka was lost and retaken several 
times, and finally was abandoned by 
us under the enemy’s fire. : 

“During one attack on this Village we 
took 150 prisoners and seven machine 
Zuns. In attacks near Pochiline the 
Germans at first were successful, but 
toward evening the development of 
their offensive was checked east of the 
Village. 

“Southwest of Dvinsk 
brought down a German aeroplane, 
which fell inside of their lines. On 
the front, from the Dvinsk region to 
the Pripet river, nothing of importance 
has occurred.

Vera Cruz, Mexico, October 10.—Gen- 
eral Carranza received the news that the 
Pan-American conference at Washing- 
ton had decided to recommend recogni- 
tion of his government from Carranza 
agents at Washington. The first chief 
received the congratulations of his as- 


sociates at his headquarters. The tel- 
egrams were read in the theaters, and 
received with great enthusigsm. 

General Carranza will depart tomor- 
row on a trip through the northern 
states. 

In response 
Carranza said: 

“This news puts an end to all efforts 
of our enemies to bring about foreign 
intervention. They continue their in- 
trigues and their attacks in the news- 
papers, but recognition of the consti- 
tutionalist government naturally will 
rob them of the fruit of their efforts. 

“When peace is absolutely restored 
and tranquility really established 
throughout the republic, amnesty will 
be granted to all these persons, but to 
permit them to return at this time 
would be to endure their machinations 
within the republic. 

“The immediate effect 
will be a great moral strengthening 
of constitutionalism and a correspond- 
ing disheartening of opposing factions. 
There will be no more formal battles. 
Fighting of that sort already has end- 
ed, but naturally the struggle to put 
down minor outbreaks and lawlessness 
must be continued for a greater or less 
Lime.

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THE DIXIE TOURISTS. 
The Dixie Highway tour, blazing the 
trail from Chicago to Miami, is well under 


way and the tourists who are making the 
initial trip over the new route are now 
speeding toward Atlanta, where they are 
due next Friday, October 15, and where they 
will be given a royal welcome by this city’s 
combined civic organizations. 

Preparations for the reception of the 
tourists have been made under the auspices 
of the Atlanta Automobile and Accessory 
association, and President R. N. Reed prom- 
ises that no detail will be omitted to make 
the visitors feel that they have come to the 
right place when their Atlanta stop is made. 
First of all, they will be met in Rome by a 
welcoming party, including cars representa- 
tive of this association, the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, the Rotary club, the Ad Men’s 
club, Atlanta’s other civic organizations and 
of the city itself, which will send an official 
party as part of the escort from Rome to 
this city. The Dixie trail blazers will be 
brought triumphantly into Atlanta, enter- 
tained at the Auditorium, given everything 
they want and sent over the remainder of 
the route which carries them from winter 
snow and ice at one end to sub-tropical sun- 
shine and perennial warmth on the other. 

This trip, in which many will participate 
over the entire route of nearly 2,000 miles, 
while others will join it from point to point, 
covering the various state links, marks the 
preliminary or informal dedication of the 
new route, the establishment of which sig- 
nalizes a new epoch in road-building and 
road improvement. 

Anticipating this tour, counties at every 
point upon the route have been engaged in 
keen road-building competition, seeking to 
make the first and most lasting impression. 
They have appreciated the fact that they 
will be subject to a criticism growing out of 
comparisons of one stretch of road with an- 
other, and they have not lost sight of the 
fact that it was essential to build well in 
order to win approval. 

This competition hag been the more keen 
in that over the larger part of the distance 
there are double routes, each of which is a 
claimant for the tourist and business traffic 
that is sure to follow upon the announced 
completion of the Dixie Highway and the 
assurance that it is a good travelable road 
in all seasons and under practically @any 
conditions. : 

Official report will be made upon this 
tour precedent to the formal dedication of 
the new highway in accordance with fixed 
program. Each county will be considered 
upon the basis of what it has done, and that 
will show for itself as the tourists pass over 
its roads. 

The Dixie Highway tour is an event of 
extraordinary significance in the construct- 
ive history of the west and south, and in 
the reception accorded the tourists Atlanta 
proposes to attach to it the importance 
which it merits. Here they will be doubly 
welcome, first as guests whom Atlanta al- 
ways delights to receive and welcome, and 
then as national history makers signalizing 
the greatest constructive development of the 
last quarter century, whom the whole south 


will be glad to honor. 


THE GRAIN RATE DECISION. 

Refusal of the United States court to 
grant the Nashville Grain exchange an in- 
junction to prevent the enforcement of the 
“rebilling” order of the interstate commerce 
commission means that that order will go 
into effect as directed on October 15, and 
that thereafter Atlanta and other points 
similarly situated in this territory as to 
railroad facilities will enjoy privileges iden- 
tical with those of Nashville in the matter 
of grain and flour shipments. 

Under the commission’s decision the 
railroads have the alternative either of with- 


| drawing the rebilling privilege from Nash- 


ville or of extending it to Atlanta and other 
points in southeastern territory equally en- 
titled to it. It is a question of the removal 
of an unjust discrimination; whatever action 
the railroads take under the commission’s 
order they must put Atlanta and Nashville 
upon the same identical basis, and that is all 
Atlanta has ever asked. Clearly she is en- 
titled to that, and any less would be, as has 
been demonstrated, rank injustice. : 

For many years Nashville enjoyed th 
privilege of receiving wheat by the carload 
from the west, stopping it there in transit, 
grinding it into flour, reloading the flour 
into the freight car and reshipping it to 
point of final destination on the through 
freight rate from the west, just as if the 
original car of wheat itself had been shipped 
through from its western point of origin to 
final distribution center. 

On the other hand, Atlanta and other 
cities in this section have been compelled to 
pay the through rate on the wheat, and after 
that the local rate to point of destination on 
the finished product. It will readily be seen 
how the situation was one in which Nash- 


ville enjoyed a decided advantage over prac- 


tically every other competitive point in 
southeastern territory, because of a differ- 
ence in freight rate, which was sufficient to 
give it a practical monopoly of the grain 
and grain products business. 

It remained for Atlanta, through her 
freight bureau, to make the fight for the re- 
moval of this discrimination. It was done 
through years of effort and at considerable 
expense, resulting finally in the decision of 
the interstate commerce commission to the 
effect that this discrimination in favor of 
Nashville was an unjust one and must be 
removed. 2 

Naturally, Nashville has fought to retain 
a privilege which*has long given her such 
a decided business, advantage, but the justice 
of the situation is indisputable, a fact further 
evidenced*in the refusal of the court to en- 
join the enforcement of the commission’s 
order. 

The effect of this order gwill be to put 
Atlanta and other competitive points in this 
territory upon a parity with Nashville and 
egable us to compete for a fair share of the 
grain and grain products business from 
which we have for years been practically 
excluded. We have asked only an opportu- 
nity for fair competition. Under the com- 
mission’s order we have it, and there is no 
question that Atlanta will profit by it. 


THE RESTLESS GUNS. 
English writers have told of the effect on 


the London people of war-sounds that come

There is the central 
ganglion of the whole German system. 
Paralyze that, and the huge fierce 
body lies inert. It is a long flight, 
no doubt—a good two hundred miles 
as I reckon it from the nearest friend- 
ly post—and yet surely it can be done. 
There are plenty of men who would go, 
even if they kmew they would never 
come back. For it is the one opera- 
tion of war which, if done on a suf- 
ficient scale, would tndeed be final. 
Blast this infernal plague spot off the 
face of the earth! 


The attempt will be made, of course; but 
while “England is one huge barracks,” with 
munition factories working day and night, 
the German idea is the same: to “blast them 
off the face of the earth!” 

It is but the repetition of the first cry of 
“God punish England,” and—“do the same 
to Germany!”

DR. A. R. HOLDERBY 
DENIES FAILURE 
OF CHRISTIANITY 


In a stirring sermon in which he denounc- 
ed those who declare that Christianity is a 
failure, Dr. A. R. Holderby preached on “Je- 
sus Christ on the Throne of the Universe and 
Not the Devil,” at the East Point Presbyte- 
rian church Sunday morning.

“The fact that the nations of Europe are 
steeped in blood, or that a mob recently com- 
mitted a bloody act in the state of Georgia, 
God will not allow to thwart His purpose of 
human redemption, or retard the coming of 
His kingdom. Georgia is not disgraced. The 
rank and file of the people of Georgia are 
law-abiding and peaceable. They do not in- 
dorse mob law under any conditions. 

“The great world tragedies that seem to 
make against the gospel may be a part of 
God’s plan to hasten the coming of His king- 
dom, and the ultimate redemption of the 
world.” 

In closing his sermon Dr. Holderby de- 


‘elared that the wars and murders of today 


are but the expression of hatred to Christ. 
He declared that God now reigneth over the 
world, and that the great tragedies and all 
other events God will overrule for His glory 
and for the good of His church.

STEEL TRADE EAPEGTS 
PRODUCTION RECORDS 


Railroad Buying Is Encourag- 
iug, While Export Sales 
Continue Active.

October 10.—The United 
States Steel corporation, issued its Sep- 
tember statement yesterday. The un- 
filled orders increased 409,163 tons, be- 
ing 5,317,618 tons at the end of the 
month. Output of ingots and rolled 
steel were slightly 
because of one iess working 
September, while the average plant 
operations were about. the same. Or- 
ders booked aggregated approximately 
1,509,060 tons, while shipments were 
estimated at about 1,100,000 tons. 

Since October 1 all of the steel com- 
panies’ ingot operations have averared 
between 98 and 99 per cent of full 
capacity and pig iron output has in- 
creased at the rate of 800,000 tons to 
900,000 tons annually over the Septem- 
ber production, which was at the rate 
of 35,000,000 tons a year. 

New high production, records of iron 
and steel probably will be established 
during the current month. 

Railroad buying ot equipment last 
week was encouraging. Rail contracts 
placed aggregated 108,500 tons, includ- 
ing 19,000 tons for the Baltimore and 
Ohio. 8,000 for the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, 12,000 tons more 
for the Southern railway and 12,000 
tons for the Charleston Southern, a 
branch of the Seaboard Air Line. 

The American Bridge company sub- 
mitted the lowest .bid to the New York 
Municipal Railways corporation to fur- 
nish 50,000 tons of steel for the con- 
struction of four sections of elevated 
railroad third tracking in Brooklyn. 

Export sales continued active. Con- 
tracts for 3,000,000 3 and 6-inch shells 
for France were placed, calling for 
40,000 tons of -:steel rounds in 1916 
Two more ocean boats .were ordered 
by the Ward Line, and contracts for 
three other ships are being closed.

New York, October 10.—The shift 
from “‘war brides” to seasoned railway 
stocks was the most significant and 
gratifying feature of another active 
week in securities.

Sep- 
tember unfilled tonnage of the United 
States Steel corporation shows an in- 
crease of more than 400,000 tons in ex- 
cess of the preceding month, bringing 
the total of unfilled orders up to the 
highest. figures since the middle of 
1913, when the general price schedule 
was materially lower.
